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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Brentwood: 

I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  super- 
intendent of  the  schools  of  Brentwood.  In  it  I  shall  dis- 
cuss briefly  the  accomplishments  of  the  school  year 
which  ended  June  30,  1922,  the  progress  made  so  far  in 
the  work  of  the  current  school  year,  and  make  a  few 
suggestions  for  future  action. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  the  usual  statistical 
tables,  which  give  facts  with  reference  to  school  attend- 
ance, health,  etc.  in  a  condensed  form.  Perhaps  com- 
ment on  these  tables  is  not  out  of  place  at  this  point- 
Table  I  shows  results  not  far  different  from  those  of  the 
school  year  which  ended  June  30,  1921,  and  will  be 
found  to  be  similar  to  the  average  results  of  similar 
schools  in  the  state.  Table  II  is  a  comparison  of  the  re- 
sults of  three  years.  It  shows  that  considerable  gain 
has  been  made  in  eliminating  a  few  at  least  of  the  worst 
defects  noted  previously.  The  medical  examiner  has  been 
most  thorough  in  his  work  and  parents  have  co-operated 
well.  Table  III  does  not  show  so  good  a  record  as  that 
of  the  previous  year.  However  the  average  per  cent,  of 
attendance  for  all  four  schools  Avas  good  considering  the 
distances  which  a  large  number  of  the  pupils  must  walk. 

At  the  middle  of  last  year,  standardized  tests  in  read- 
ing, writing,  spelling  and  arithmetic  were  given  in  all  the 
schools.  Wherever  the  results  were  not  up  to  standard 
results,  means  were  provided  for  remedial  drill  and  in- 
dividual cases  were  studied  and  discussed  with  the  teach- 
ers. A  repetition  of  the  tests  at  the  end  of  the  year 
showed  a  clear  gain  all  along  the  line.  How  to  help  each 
teacher  get  her  best  results  in  each  of  these  subjects  was 
one  of  the  chief  aims  of  the  superintendent  on  each  of 
his  visits  to  the  schools.  .  Great  effort  was  made  to  se- 
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cure  the  utmost  progress  for  each  individual  pupil,  teach- 
ing methods  were  analyzed  and  submitted  to  criticism 
and  thought  given  to  the  selection  of  textbook  material. 
We  were  fortunate  in  having  only  one  change  in  the 
teaching  staff,  and  I  can  report  fine  co-operation  on  the 
part  of  the  teachers  throughout  the  year. 

The  two  completed  terms  of  the  current  year  have 
been  the  most  satisfactory  since  I  have  known  the  schools. 
Your  repairs  have  made  pleasanter  and  safer  buildings, 
until  recently  there  has  been  little  illness,  attendance  has 
been  excellent,  parents  have  co-operated  in  many  ways 
and  without  exception  teachers  have  been  most  zealous, 
industrious  and  efficient.  We  have  worked  along  the 
same  lines  in  class  work  as  last  year  except  in  the  teach- 
ing of  reading.  This  year  the  Winston  System  has  been 
used  for  the  first  grades,  and  is  producing  good  re- 
sults. The  early  closing  of  the  winter  term,  because  of. 
bad  weather,  prevented  the  mid-year  tests,  but  these  will 
be  given  at  the  first  opportunity.  School  spirit,  happi- 
ness and  efficiency  in  work  were  never  more  evident  than 
now.  The  credit  of  this  belongs  to  the  teachers.  I  sin- 
cerely hope  that  they  may  retained  in  service. 

Your  care  and  repair  of  the  school  buildings  last 
summer  has  brought  great  comfort.  When  funds  are 
available,  several  interiors  could  well  receive  attention 
and  lighting  conditions  at  the  North  Eoad  and  Crawley's 
Falls  schools  improved.  I  feel  that  the  provision  of  a 
simple  jacket  for  each  of  the  stoves  and  the  placing  of 
the  stoves  on  the  windward  side  of  the  rooms,  would  not 
only  insure  more  comfort  for  the  pupils,  but  also  make  a 
saving  in  fuel. 

With  deep  appreciation  of  the  continued  support  of 
the  board,  the  teachers  and  the  community,  this  report  is
